K1OBT ON THK QUESTION. 


An editorial appeared in the Reno 


JOUBKAL of a recent date, which it was 
our intention to repabliab, bat the 
copy was mislaid. The article was in 
regard to holding a constitutional con- 
vention, and hit the nail squarely on 
the bead. If there is one thing the 
State needa more than another it is 
the reduction of her running expenses, 
and it has repeatedly been demon- 
strated that legislatures will not give 
us this remedy, or, if one does, tbe 
succeeding one will upset the good 
work. Some years ago tbe people of 
the State voted on the question of 
holding a constitutional convention 
and it carried by a considerable ma- 
jority, bat an arbitrary legislature in 
canvassing tbe vote threw out the en- 
tire returns of several counties whieh 
bad declared strongly for tbe measure. 
Lyon county's vote was thrown out on 
tbe flimsiest kind of a technicality. 
The question is to be voted on again, 
the last legislature having passed a 
resolution to that effect, and every 
newspaper in the State which hcs the 
good of the State at heart, onght to ad- 
vocate this measure. Those who are 
opposed to the measure claim that the 
holding of the convention would be a 
great expense to the State, and that is 
about tbe only argument they have 
against it. But we contend that the 
expense would not 
be 
so 
great 


as tbe opponents, claim. 
Twenty 


thousand dollars ought to foot all the 
bills in holding a convention, and even 
if it should cost $50,000 we are pre- 
pared to show that thia expense would 
be warranted in making the change.— 
Lyou County Times. 


The Tirnei takes a correct stand upon 


tbe question of greater local impor- 
tance that tbe people of Nevada will be 
called to vote upon at the next general 
election. The Times is mistaken, bow- 
ever, in regard to the action of the 
legislature. 
Tbe Judges of the Su- 


preme Court refused to canvas tbe 
vote and the succeeding Republican 
legislature, which could legally have 
canvassed it refused to do so. Thus 
was the voice of a large majority of tbe 
people overridden by two branches of 
our State government. We believe 
with the Times that "twenty thoutand 
dollars ought to foot all of tbe bills in 
holding a convention and even should 
it cost $50,000 the expense would be 
warranted in making the change." As 
a matter of fact, as the JOURNAL has 
proven, the cost of holding a conven- 
tion need not exceed $5,000 which 
would be the entire expense, provided 
the question ot ratification was left to 
be voted upon at the next general elec- 
tion, although unquestionably a groat 
deal of money would be saved in the 
meantime, if a special election should 
be called at once, eve a at an expense 
of, say $20,000.

f easels in Its basins and of Germah-jner- 
chants carrying away over 9,000 pieces 
of cloth to the distant lauds of Russia 
and Poland. It was the exchange of Eu- 
rope, possessing in the fourteenth cen- 
tury 52 guilds and 150,000 inhabitants, 
more than three times aa many as it 
now contains. Among its wares we read 
of leather from Spain, wool from Eng- 
land, silk from Italy and Persia, linen 
aud cloth from Brabant, hemp and flax 
from Holland, wine from Portugal, 
Greece and France and hardware from 
Germany, which included every variety 
of object in ivory, bone, wood, glass, 
tin, copper, lead, iron, silver and gold. 
It had its factories, its carriers, its dy- 
ers, and its taxation considerably ex- 
ceeded that of Ghent. But at the com- 
mencement of the fourteenth century its 
troubles began—troubles from within 
and from without. 


The Suene was rendered useless by 


the invasion of sand as far as Sims 
(Eolnse), treachery, slaughter and po- 
litical jealousies and rivalries completed 
the fall, and in 1544 its inhabitants had 
diminished to 7,696. Then came the re- 
ligions wars and persecutions from 1567 
to 1584, the fanatics and the Gneuz de- 
stroying what remained, leaving little 
for the French revolutionists.—Good 
Words. 


The 8wlM Parliament.

wake of Utah and Delaware, and, from 
present 
appearances, Pennsylvania 


will cause a quartette of vacancies in 
the upper house of our national Con- 
gress. In the vacancy shuffle Democ- 
racy and silver have the beat of Re- 
publicanism and a gold standard by a 
ratio of three to one. It is a notice- 
able fact that in all of tbe four States 
mentioned one political party had a 
pronounced majority, there being no 
Populist or "independent" minority 
that held the "balance of power," or 
any other obstruction to (he action of 
the dominant parties making their 
own selections. In all of the four 
local dissensions and personal prefer- 
ences prevented the elections.

from that State. As usual with that 
corporation, it was rule or ruin, and 
a« it could not get its own tool, it 
determined to take no chances in a 
new nbuffle and deal, and BO made the 
senatorial game a draw. The corpora- 
tion is pretty well fixed, however, hav- 
ing tbe two alleged Nevada Senators 
to attend to their California aud gen- 
eral interests in the upper house. 


IK Utah some of the Democrats are 


urging an extra session of the legis- 
lature for the purpose of making an- 
other attempt to elect a United States 
Senator. 
Too late gentlemen. Un- 


questionably the same fate would ap- 
ply to a person not elected at a regular 
session, as to an appointment by the 
Governor to fill a vacancy when a 
State legislature bad failed to perform 
that duty.
